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TIMBER RACING 

Ever since the Garden of Eden, at every gathering of horsemen there 
has been seen a small group of long faced individuals who could well be 
referred to as the mourners. They are not hard to recognise. They deplore 
the sloppy way in which horses and tack are turned out these days. They 
shake their heads over the shortage of good grooms hey sigh over the 
departed glories of the coaching age, and they shed tears at the abolition 
of the cavalry. 

Just after World War II this group was particularly doleful over the 
future of timber racing. They observed that increasing taxation was 
forcing amateur owners into major track racing with its big purses. They 
listed the steeplechase trainers who got their start in timber racing, but 
who were looking for flat horses in order to make a better living. They 


pointed to the fact that the treasuries of the various Hunt Meetings were 
depleted and that there weren’t any horses ready to run over timber 
anyway 

All this weeping, wailing and gnashing of teeth was, we are delighted 
to report, superfluous. Timber racing now flourishes like the proverbial 
green bay tree. During the month of March there were no less than six 
well-organised and well-filled point-to-points in Virginia alone, which are 
to be followed by timber races at the Deep Run, Middleburg and Virginia 
Gold Cup hunt meetings. In Maryland this spring there are five point-to- 
points and hunt meetings devoted entirely to timber racing, while activities 
in Pennsylvania and other states are on a comparable scale. 

There are several reasons for this vastly improved picture. Perhaps 
the most important is that a very high percentage of the horses now seen 
in our hunting fields are Thoroughbred. Most experienced foxhunters agree 
that horses of good conformation with a dash of non-racing blood make 
the best hunters, but very few such horses are now bred in this country. 
We do produce well over 9000 Thoroughbred foals a year, however, which 
means that there are plenty of castoffs available at modest prices. In con- 
sequence most of us try to make race horses into hunters. If we only par- 
tially succeed—which is so often the case—what better solution can there 
be than running them over timber. 

A second reason is that most of our young men to-day are Saturday

foxhunters. Because of the activi- 
ties of the Department of Internal 
Revenue very few of them have the 
leisure or can find jobs which permit 
them to hunt during the week. At 
the end of the season their hunters 
are consequently fresh as well as fit. 
With a succession of Saturday point- 
to-points ahead and several $1,000 
timber purses at the hunt meetings 
as well, the urge to ride and run 
these horses is practically irresis- 
tible. 

Finally there is the 
public likes timber racing.

Many of 


our hunts, looking for additional 
sources of revenue to offset rising 
prices, have found that substantial 


numbers of people are glad to sub- 
scribe to point-to-point meetings. 
All in all we now have a combina- 
tion of circumstances which provide 
the horses, the riders and the meet- 


ings. As the Pony Clubs develop 
more and more good hard riding 
youngsters there is every reason to 


believe that we shall see an even 
greater development of timber rac- 
ing site the = decades. 
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Clarkson Addis 


Dear Sir: 

This is to inform you that the Master 
of the Whiteland’s Hounds, Dr. Clarkson 
Addis, died of a heart attack while follow- 
ing his hounds March 16th on the occasion 
of a joint meeting with the Beaufort Hunt, 

Dr. Addis was ‘‘one of the best’’. He 
was not only an excellent horseman but 
also he had an uncanny knowledge of and 
ability with hounds and always showed the 
best of sport. Practically single handed 
he started the Perkiomen Valley Hunt in 
1924. The Pack was recognized soon after- 
wards, It was my great privilege and 
pleasure to be one of his Honorary Whip- 
pers-in until my Seminary days. About 
six years ago Dr. Addis was asked to be- 
come Master of the Whiteland’s pack, This 
responsibility as Master of two recognized 
Hunts was not merely something unique 
but one which he discharged with great 
fidelity and profit to the followers of both 
packs. Sometime ago Dr. Addis was 
**srounded” for a short period because of 
his heart condition, but it was not long 
before he was in the saddle again. 

On March 16th a large field (about 
sixty horses) had a glorious three hour 
run. During the course of this good going 
Dr. Clarkson Addis, Jr., who has recently 
shared a Joint Mastership with his father 
rode alongside asking, ‘‘Dad, how do you 
feel?’’ “‘I feel fine, let’s get after these 
hounds.” It was not long before Dr. Addis 
fell from his horse and a physician in the

Calumet Farm's Gen. Duke Defeats Wheatley 
Stable’s Bold Ruler In Florida Derby

There is a fellow who appears on TV 
shows occasionally that seems to be about 
the most versatile gent in the world. 
Standing on his head, upon a table, he em- 
ploys all departments of his anatomy at 
the same time in unrelated exercises. In 
his teeth he holds what appears to be a 
long white stogie and on the end of this he 
balances a rubber bail. On each leg there 
is a ring and each wrist is occupied by a 
similar object. Everything is whirling in 
dizzy circles and you are convinced that 
you are seeing the impossible. Just about 
the time the whole business should col- 
lapse in a messy heap on the floor, a lady 
with fat legs picks off the rings, and the 
gent bounces gracefully to the floor with- 
out either dropping the ball or swallowing 
the stogie. 

Most people would conclude that this 
young acrobat, or juggler, or whatever he 
is, has arrived at the absolute peak in con- 
temporaneously utilizing all his natural 
talents - but most people haven’t seen 
Mr. Horace Wade in action, 

Mr. Wade, I am convinced, could match 
the young vaudevillian, and write a con- 
ditions book and issue two press releases 
before the lady with fat legs arrived to 
take off the rings. 

At Gulfstream Park, Mr. Wade is 
director of racing, racing secretary, dir- 
ector of publicity and director of public 
relations. He handles various allied duties, 
but they have to get a few other names on 
the program. 

Mr. Wade’s pet project is the Florida 
Derby, a colorful pageant of flowers and 
banners that lasts for three or four days 
and ends with a mile-and-an-eighth test of 
velocity and endurance among select 
three-year-old Thoroughbreds. 

As entrepreneur of this extravaganZa, 
Horace constantly is on the lookout for 
ways and means to advance its cause. 

In half a dozen short years, he has 
built up his brain baby to a point where 
customers are pouring into the park before 
the breakfast egg has dried on their 
cravats. (This is figurative, of course; 
very few of them wear ties - except in 
the Turf Club). 

To manage the progress so far achiev- 
ed, Mr. Wade has surrounded himself with 
competent aides, like Don Reed, who writes 
press releases right on the stencil and 
drinks Cokes before breakfast, and Tom- 


my Engelman, whocalmly directs the mul- 
titudinous details involved in staging the 
fabulous (sic) Parade of the States. 

Naturally, these associates of master 
publicist also are on the alert for ways 
and means to advance the Cause. 

The Parade of States, as every man, 
woman and child within the range of Wade 
knows, is a parade of pennants, pomp and 
palfreys. 

With an equestrian (or - ienne) re- 
presenting each major political subdiv- 
ision of this great land, and bearing a 
banner certifying the relationship, the pro- 
cession starts at the top of the stretch 
and moves past enthralled witnesses in the 
stands. Mr. Engelman has it worked out 
so that there are nearly 100 humans and 
horses on the strip at the same time. 

It is an exciting show, but the tireless 
Gulfstream missionaries never are sat- 
isfied. Ever, they are seeking just one 
more stupendous idea that will drop the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon back toeighth 
place among the Wonders of the World. 

This constant search for new wonders, 
occasionally, brings up a dilly. Perhaps 
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the finest sparkling red wine 
ever to cross the Atlantic 
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the most spectaculer suggestion was born 
in a storm. Actually, the meteorological 
disturbance was taking place in Fort 
Lauderdale, or Kissimmee, or some- 
where - I am assured - certainly not at 
Hallandale. But it could be noticed from 
Hallandale. 

Mr. Wade was at his desk making up 
the next day’s card with one hand, and 
writing a press paean for the park with the 
other , all the while listening to the gripe 
of a trainer with his right ear while keep- 
ing the left to the ground for innovations 
for the future.

It was Mr. Tommy Engelman, and be- 
fore Mr. Wade could say “‘hello’’, Mr. 
Engelman was talking. 

**That’s itl’? he shouted in a voice 
quavering with inspiration, 

‘*What’s it?’’ demanded Mr. Wade. 

**That,”” Mr. Engelman blurted out, ‘‘is 
exactly what we need as a Climax to the 
Parade of States. 

Mr. Wade is working onit for next year. 

This year’s Florida Derby brough its

Thoroughbred properties owned by Calu- 
met Farm, It seemed to be ateam job, but 
maybe one of the members of the squad 
could have done it by himself.

The horses, of course, were Gen. Duke 
and Iron Liege, which finished first and 
third in the nine-furlong run. Wheatley 
Stable’s Bold Ruler was between them and 
Shan Pac was fourth. Federal Hill, after 
cutting out the swift pace, dropped to fifth. 

At the eighth pole Mr. Cliff Lussky’s 
colt learned the penalty most horses pay 
for going a mile in 1:343/Sina mile-and- 
one eighth race. (He flattens out), 

Bold Ruler had been holding down the 
second spot for most of that mile and got 
his head in front for a few seconds before 
and after checking in at the green and white 
furlong marker. 

Iron Liege coming up on the inside, ap- 
peared for a moment as the one that might 
do it, for Gen, Duke dropped back and many 
people who are not named Bill Hartack 
figured he was done for the day. 

Perhaps even Mr. Hartack thought so. 
He shouted to Mr. Erb - his associate in 
the enterprise, i. e., the rider of Iron 
Liege - to ‘‘Get along with that horse.” 
After making certain that Erb was riding 
properly, Hartack returned to his own 
~oblem.

He smote him. 

Gen. Duke then rushed ahead, cuaght 
Bold Ruler and kept right on rushing until 
he crossed under the wire. He was a horse 
and a half infront and that’s what he seems 
to be. 

Bold Ruler kept his nose ahead of Iron 
Liege, and Shan Pac got into fourth place by 
a length over Federal Hill. The time, 1: 
46 4/5, set up a new track record and 
equaled the world record, 

On the basis of the finish, no horse in 
the race was disgraced. Federal Hill, 
though blistering the track early, was beat- 
en less than five lengths, and if my method 
of calculation is somewhere near to being 
correct, he bettered Needles’ track mark 
of 1:48 3/5, 

Gen, Duke (Bull Lea-Wistful, by Sun 
Again) added $73,000 to the bulging purse 
of Calumet (Mrs. Gene Markey) . This 
brings his 1957 booty to $135,855. He has 
4 wins and 4 seconds in 8 tries. His pre- 
vious stakes victories were the Everglades 
and Fountain of Youth. 

The colt raced only twice as a two- 
year-old, winning one and running third 
in the other. He collected $2,635 that sea- 
son. 

Of course, Calumet bred him, 

On March 26, Gulfstream Park staged 
the Dinner Stakes for two-year-old horses 
owned by ‘“‘bona-fide residents of Flor- 
ida’’. It was won by Cohansey, the pro- 
perty of Mr. Gene Mori of New Jersey. 

To clear up any confusion that arises 
from this, Mr. Mori is president of 
Hialeah and spends a large part of his 
time in the Sunshine State and is just as 
bona-fide as 90 per cent of the residents 
in the Mimi and Miami Beach area. 

Cohansey is a two-year-old(ofcourse, 
as all of them were two-year-olds) colt 
by Ferd, from Castle Tower, by Case 
Ace. He was bred by Mr. and Mrs. K, J. 
Edwards. He was making his seventh try 
of the year and racking up his second 
successful one. He also has a second to 
his credit. 

His victory - he won by a nose over 
Rellim S. W. - was something of a sur- 
prise, and a happy one to those who liked 
his chances. The dividend and capital on 
two-dollar certificates added up to $56.60, 

East Acres - that’s Mr. Mori’s stable - 
received $6,650, The Dinner Stakes is at 
three furlongs. 

Lovita H. and Captina finished second 
and third as named. 

F, Zitto trains Cohansey and F, A, 
Smith had the ride. 

The colt is named for a Jersey town 
near Garden State Park,

The Argentina-bred filly, at nearly 
11 to 1, was 13/4 lengths before Calumet’s 
Amoret at the wire. Pucker Up and Beau- 
tillion, the favored Rice entry, took third 
and fourth positions. 

In winning the mile-and-one- sixteenth 
race Estacion racked up her first victory 
on this continent. She won 4 races inSouth 
America last year. 

The four-year-old filly earned $17, 
OSO in taking the ‘* ‘Way Down Upon -” 
race. That gives her $19,300 in American 
money. Her Florida and North American 
record stands: 4 starts, 1 win and 2 
seconds, 

F, E, Fitzgerald trains her and W. M. 
Cook rode her to her stakes triumph, 

Estacion is by British Empire (sire 
of *Endeavour II) out of Lesina, by Pont 
l’Veque. She was bred by the Haras El 
Pelado in Argentina. 


Bowie 

Mr. Donald Lillis and his associates, 
in 1954, inaugurated the John B, Camp- 
bell Memorial Handicap. It was worth 
$25,000 at the beginning, but grew to a 
$100,000 baby by the time of the third 
running. Joe Jones, Social Outcast and 
Sailor won the first three runnings and 
each race was one to bring goose-pimple 
thrills to spectators. 

The fourth running fitted 
pattern nicely. 

Mary’s Bubble, a longshot, showed on 
top as the horses passed the judges the 
first time, with Pylades a close second 
and Dedicate attending them to make sure 
there was no loafing. Pylades began to 
weaken before three-quarters of a mile 
and Dedicate went into second place. 

Third Brother, second choice in the 
race (Dedicate was the favorite at 11 to 
10), had been running seventh inthe eight- 
horse field, and suddenly came to life. He 
was still nobetter than sixth at the eighth 
pole, but cruising rapidly along on the rail. 
He hit the winning pole with Dedicate and 
some gamblers offered to bet that itwasa 
dead-heat. 

It wasn’t; Dedicate hung on by a nose. 
Akbar Khan, at the staggering odds of 132 
to 1, managed third money. He was but 
three-quarters of a length back of the top 
pair and the same distance ahead of 
Paper Tiger. The race is at 1 1/16 miles. 

The winner’s share of the Campbell 
amounted to $76,150. Dedicate earned 
$5,000 for running second in the Bowie 
Handicap, so his 1957 total stands at 
$81,150. He has started 3 times. 

Last year, the son of *Princequillo- 
Dini, by John P. Grier, won $189,850, 
with 3 victories, 4 seconds and 2 thirds in 
11 times out, 

He is owned by Mrs, Jan Burke and is 
trained by the lady’s daddy, Cary Win- 
frey.

Orange County Hunt Point-To-Point

On Saturday, March 30th after a lapse 
of 19 years the Orange County Hunt re- 
sumed its point-to-point meeting, which 
was such a feature of the Northern Vir- 
ginia sporting calendar during the 1930’s, 
over a course on the farms of Mr. and 
Mrs. Herbert Shaw and Horace Moffett. 
It must have been a source of gratifica- 
tion to those in charge of the event in the 
past, as well as to the youthful committee 
now in command, that the revival proved 
so successful. A perfect day, excellent 
going, a testing course in full view of the 
spectators, well filled and hotly contested 
races - all combined so as to provide 
what Mr. Ambrose Clark once described 
as a “‘very pleasant outing.” 


Ladies Race 

As this was the sixth point-to-point to 

be held in Virginia during the month of 
March the Committee was naturally some- 
what apprehensive as to whether the horses 
running at previous meetings would all 
have broken down or have revealed them- 
selves to be so slow that their owners 
would not want to run them again. In con- 
sequence it was particularly heartening 
to have 23 horses start in 4 races. Seven 
went postward in the Jessica McMann 
Memorial Race for ladies, about 3 miles 
over 14 fences. Mrs. M. A. Johnson on 
Horace Moffett’s Straight Road went down 
at the second, Shortly thereafter, Mrs. 
Ferdinand White of Princeton,N, J., riding 
her Jack Spraggon, who had lost her stir- 
rups over the first fence and jumped the 
second without them, fell on the flat as 
her horse made a sharp turn to the left 
leading towards the third. For the rest of 
the race Mimi Mills on Mrs. J. Dudley 
Clark’s Hunting Flag and Mrs. R. H. 
Rogers on Mrs. L. T. Greenaway’s Red- 
mond cut out the pace, just as they had 
done the week before at the Piedmont 
meeting, and a sizzling pace it was. Inthe 





drive to the finish Redmond pulled out 
ahead by two lengths, also a repeat per- 
formance. Unfortunately the judge pat- 
rolling the section near the start of the 
3 1/2 mile course came galloping in to 
report that both horses had cut a course 
flag close to the starting flags with which 
they had apparently confused it. The 
trophies of the race were therefore award- 
ed to the second division headed by Sally 
Roszel on Horace Moffett’s My Cheer. 
Following her were Kathy Kusner onDon- 
ald Patterson’s Apt Scholar and Mrs. 
Willima Worrall on her Marie M. 


Open Race 

There were 6 starters in the Free State 
Race, over a 3 1/2 mile course with 15 
fences, open to horses and riders regard- 
less of previous racing experience, After 
his runaway win at the Piedmont meeting, 
George L. Ohrstrom, Jr.’s *Fast was a 
prohibitive favorite, his popularity being 
heightened by the superb condition in which 
trainer Emmett Roberts had him for his 
second effort of the season. Somewhat of an 
unknown quantity was Mrs. Gregory Mc- 
Intosh’s Sonabo, ridden and trained by 
Grover Stephens, a horse of obvious class, 
but short of experience, Eugene Weymouth 
had to decline his scheduled ride on Jamie 
McCormick’s good horse Prince Errol, out 
of action since his close second at the 
Blue Ridge meeting March 9th, but his 
place was very capably taken over at the 
last moment by Sandy Young. 

Instead of going to the front as he had 
the previous week, *Fast was rated a bit 
off the pace with Sonabo, Prince Errol and 
Cy Manierre’s Friars Fool cutting out the 
work, Unfortunately the first time round, 
the flag that had confused the leading 
ladies had a similar effect on even so ex- 
perienced a rider as Phil Fanning. He 
promptly realised his mistake, however, 
circled the marker, and set sail in pursuit,

of the leaders, by then a good quarter of a 
mile away. It was a heartbreaking assign- 
ment, At the 13th Prince Errol, who at that 
point looked very much like winning, hit 
hard so as to take much of the running out 
of him. *Fast passed him soon thereafter 
and endeavored to overhaul Sonabo who had 
forged ahead. By the time they jumped the 
last fence he was a mere two lengths be- 
hind and almost drew even in the run to 
the wire - a magnificent performance. 
In spite of his inexperience Sonabo ran a 
fine race and was an altogether worthy 
winner of one of the most exciting races 
of the season. He will undoubtedly have to 
be reckoned with in the future. Prince 
Errol took third place ahead of Friars 
Fool.

He said the cardiogram was no indica- 
tion of whether the horse being studied was 
a sprinter or a stayer. Neither was ita 
highly reliable guide to the racing cap- 
abilities of females.

The mean heart score for males was 
lll, and the score for females was 106, 
This proved to Dr, Steel that most females 
do not have the heart to win in open 
company.

HUNT NOT TRESPASSING 

The British Court of Appeal on Feb- 
ruary 26th held that the Master of the 
Essex Hunt, the secretary and huntsman 
could not be sued for trespass as repres- 
enting the members os the Hunt. They dis- 
missed, with costs, an appeal by Mr. John 
Winder, of The Grange, Takeley, against 
a decision of Judge Campbell at Bishops 
Stortford County Court that he was not en- 
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titled to an order that Mr. Dudley John 
Ward (Master), Mrs. A. Gold (secretary) 
and T, Watchorn (huntsman) should re- 
present the members in an action brought 
for damages and an injunction. If the 
hounds had belonged to the Master there 
would have been no difficulty in suing him 
personally, but they belonged to the Hunt 
as an unincorporated body. 

Judge Campbell, in refusing the re- 
presentation order, said the members of 
the Hunt seemed to be an indeterminate 
body of persons. Some might not have fol- 
lowed hounds at all during the season, Some 
might not have been out on the days of the 
alleged trespass and some whowere out 
might have refrained from trespass. Tres- 
pass might have been committed by fol- 
lowers who were not members of the Hunt. 
Lord Justice Jenkins found it impossible 
to hold that every single member was to 
be held responsible for the operation of the 
pack. If a representation order was allow- 
ed and Mr. Winder succeeded in his action, 
any member of the Hunt could be commit- 
ted to prison for contempt of court if he 
went across Mr. Winder’s land , whether 
he had ever heard of the action or not. 
Leave to appeal to the House of Lords was 
refused.

The seat of this fabulous organization 
is St. Hubert’s House, 53 Green Street, 
just off Park Lane. It is beautifully fur- 
nished and open daily until 11 P.M. Vis- 
itors to London may join the Club for a 
modest temporary membership fee. 

For more than 250 years the Order of 
St. Hubert has existed. Today its banner 
flies in sporting clubs all over Ireland, 


France, Portugal, Holland, Austria, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Luxembourg, Morrocco, 
Italy, and Peru. 

Clubs are governed by rules which fit 
the national character, customs and the 
way of living. There is no parent body for 
the control or sponsorship of Clubs. Re- 
lations between them are on an equal basis, 
united by the same idea - strengthened by 
friendship. 

The founder of the British St. Hubert 
Club, Baron Adam Konopka, is a descen- 
dant of one of the oldest families of Poland. 
Formerly a farmer and industrialist, he 
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was recognized es one of the leading 
sportsmen in Poland. During the Second 
World War, he fought with distinction asa 
member of the Underground Movement in 
cooperation with British Special Forces. 
Baron Konopka is now inthe United States. 
In addition to attending the National Wild- 
life Conference in Washington, he hopes 
to establish closer cooperation between 
European and American sportsmen; to 
raise greater interest among Americans 
for field sports in Britain and the Con- 
tinent; and, to start St. Hubert Clubs in 
various states here.

The necessity for obtaining money with 
which to start construction of a church and 
school was the biggest problem that Father 
Tooher had to contend with, We had the 
land, but on that land we desperately needed 
a church and school. Upon hearing of 
Father Tooher’s problem Con Culkin of 
Troy, New York and Joe Barber of North 
Hoosick, New York, both professional 
horsemen, organized, developed and man- 
aged the first St. Jude’s Horse Show. The 
first show in 1953 ran for one day and we 
were so encouraged that in 1954 we ex- 
panded to a two-day show. This has now 
developed into a three-day event including 
two night sessions. The show is still under 


The first year we exhibited at the large 
shows starting off at the spring show of the 
Boulder Brook Club where we competed 
with a green team supported by veteran 
campaigners ‘‘Ace of Spades” and ‘‘Sea- 
groats Annie”. Our good friends among 
the horsemen decided that we needed more 
horses to go with, so they began sending us 
the horses we so sorely needed. The first 
horses to arrive were from Mr. William 
Heller of Scarsdale, New York ‘‘Top Rail” 
and ‘‘Savage Lover’’. Then Mr. Don Han- 
cock presented us with ‘‘Driftwood’’, Mr. 
John J. Casale sent along ‘‘Royal Rocket’’, 
**King’’, and “‘Kanobi Fox’, then came 
*‘Thumbhill”® from Mr. Friederman and 
from Mr. Greason ‘‘Questioning”’, “‘Rose- 
mill”, and avery beautiful palomino called 
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‘‘Nuisance’’, Mr. Van Allenstein contrib- 
uted a horse named ‘‘Frosty”’. Our veteran 
*fAce of Spades’’ has a prospective relief 
in a horse named ‘‘Nonesuch”’ another 
gift from one of our sportsmen friends. 
These horses are ridden in compet- 
ition by young people of various ages - 
12-year-old Tommy McGuirk, 17-year- 
old Joan Donna and 2l-year-old Jimmy 
Garrahan; 7-year-old Jimmy McGuirk is 
now in training with his mount. These 
youngsters compete in a show every week 
starting in March and ending around the 
first of December and are accepted by the 
top riders on the circuit as good sports. 
St. Jude’s representation on the tan- 
bark circuit is a dream come true for the 
Reverend Thomas P., Tooher., It is an en- 
deavor on his part to teach youngsters 
sportsmanship and horsemanship. From 
a modest beginning a few seasons ago 
this project has grown to a successful 
stable with a fine string of show horses. 
Father Tooher overcame the obstacles 
of lack of facilities and experience. Just 
about show time when problems are many 
and time is short he has a saying: ‘With 
the help of St. Jude, the impossible we do 
immediately, miracles take a little time.‘ 
Father Tooher is a very remarkable 
man - first, a man of God tending the 
spiritual needs of his parishioners, se- 
cond, a horseman. He is an annual con- 
testant in the 100- mile Trail Ride at 
Woodstock, Vermont and in 1956 placed 
among the first 10 over a very grueling 
course which took stamina and heart on 
the part of both rider and mount, 
Future plans for St. Jude’s Stables in- 
clude a well-mounted training school for 
young riders of the nearby area.
